SUMMARY STAFF RECOMMENIJATION: Staff recommends the proposed zoning change
from central business district central urban redevelopment (CBD-CURE) district to
central business district — historic landmark — central urban redevelopment (CBD-H
CURE) combining district zoning.

The Brown-Dumas Blacksmith Shop meets the criteria for designation in the areas of
architectural significance, historical significance, and community value. The building is
one of the last vestiges of the small commercial buildings in the lower end of downtown
along the railroad tracks, and is associated with the long-gone art of blacksmithing. The
building was reconstructed and incorporated into the Austonian condominium tower; the
storefront was reconstructed as well as the historic signs on the west wall of the building.
The reconstruction of this building represents the successful integration of old and new in
downtown Austin.

HISTORIC LANDMARK COMMISSION ACTION: June 28, 2010: Commission
postponement to July 26, 2010. July 26, 2010: Applicant’s postponement to August 23,
2010. August 23, 2010: Recommended the proposed zoning change from CBD-CURE to
CBD-H-CURE combining district zoning. Vote: 6-1 (Arriaga opposed).

PLANNING COMMISSION ACTION:

DEPARTMENT COMMENTS: The old blacksmith shop was deconstructed and rebuilt at
the southwest corner of the Austonian. The storefront was restored in accordance with
historic photographs. All phases of construction have had a Certificate of Appropriateness.
The signs on the west wall of the building have been refreshed with new paint.

The old Brown-Dumas Blacksmith Shop historic zoning was initiated with the threatened
demolition of the building in 1999; the building had been partially destroyed by fire. The
case has been pending until plans for rehabilitation of the building were approved by the
Commission.

BASIS FOR RECOMMENDATION:
Architectural Description:
The original building was a one-story rectangular-plan brick commercial building with a
raised brick cornice. The building had two large bays; in 1999, when the case was initiated,
each bay was divided in half, with a window with a multi-light transom on the outside bay
division. The other half of the east bay contained a non-historic wood door with infiii at the
sides and a multi-light transom above. The other half of the west bay contained a modern
overhead-style garage door. The brick had been painted over the years, and had two
historic advertising signs on the west wall. The building was very fragile after a fire next
door severely damaged the rear and side walls of the building and caused a partial collapse
of the roof. In November. 2006, the building blew down in a strong windstorm. The bricks
were gathered and stored for the reconstruction of the building, and the paint was removed.
The fire-damaged rear portions of the building have been removed, and the historic
storefront has been incorporated into the Austonian condominium tower. The wooden
storefront has been recreated with plate glass, wood multi-light transoms, and wood doors
on either side of the central pier. The signs on the west wall have been recreated. A new
metal awning has been installed above the storefront. A concrete mat has been installed in
the sidewalk at the front doors with the name of the building, horseshoes, and horseshoe
nails. The reconstructed building is set off from the surrounding condominium tower with
a recessed band of concrete above the cornice of the historic building, and a metal and glass
storefront unit to the right.

Historical Associations:
The Brown-Dumas blacksmith shop is believed to have been built around 1905, and existed as
a blacksmith shop until around 1923, with various blacksmiths including W.M. Brown and
John B. Dumas. By 1922, Dumas was sharing the building with the Fleischmann Company, a
yeast manufacturer. Henry C. Richardson, a grocer, occupied the building in the mid-1920s,
but by the early 1930s, the space was a feed store. W.W. Hammond operated a billiards hall in
the building in 1935, but the building again became the home of a feed company the next year
until the mid-1950s. G&H Printing Company occupied the space in the late 1950s, and the
buildings were vacant in the early 1960s, until Elliott’s Radiator Shop opened here in the late
1960s and early 1970s. The building has been vacant since the early 1970s.

The building is one of the last to represent the old “lower” part of downtown, an area once
known for warehouses, wagon yards, saloons, groceries, and meat markets and close to the
railroad tracks.

Summary: The Brown-Dumas Blacksmith Shop was an integral part of Aus[r.’s thnving
commercial core at the turn, of the 2&1 century. JXrt streets and horse tand bug:ies
dominated the scene, and a small grocery store occupied the northwest corner of Congress
and Second Street (or Live Oak Street us it was then known), On the southwest corner of
this prominent intersect:Or: was a meet market with four-digit phone number that offered
free delivery. Just to the wtst stood several blacksmith shops ready 1or wagon repair and
nors€eshcaing

Today, one of the few remaining s:ructure from that era in this hub of downtown Austin is
the Brown-Dunes Blacksmith Shop, tsstimate1 to have beer built around 1905. in 2Otl,

owners of the site recognized the ur:içwsigr;iE:ranr’s’ of his early brick cornrnerctal
ccruc’ure and resc.ved to incorporate it into their row grse condorniniu:n tower, The
Austonian. planned to occt,py the zocitheri; prrtion of the b105k at West 21C and Corgress
Avenue. The Austonia,; began necoixal ions with the Citycf A sti:t Historic LaLdmark
Commission, with ue guidance of architect Emily Little, PAIA, of CiaytonLevyLittie
Architects The site itself has changed ownership several times throughout its history and
has had a vanety of cccopa:us that led to its estab!izhment and contribution as a lastinc
struclure in downtown Austin.

History of the Site: The propctyon which Brc.wr-tJ,:mas Biacksntith Shop was built was
[rat sold by the Republic of Texas to Jane C. McPherson Cruoweli tn 3843. Uitt:I 1932, when
the Wolf family purchased the property from Jobsi K. Domain, the property ‘‘i uwi&l by
various individuals. During that ti:ne, the one constant in the building at 104 West a3

Street was the thriving businesses of various blacksmiths who set up shop in the building.
Most notably was W.M. Brown who lends his name to this historic building today.
Blacksrnithing dominated the site until t924 wheL a shift came and newbusicesses moved
into the tromiriercial space. Predominantly, there were grocers and feed stores such as East
L. Produce Company and the Mired Feed Store. The building maintained its grocer and
feed identtty unti 1935 wuen the building became vacant. The end of the grocery and
produce company? occupations coincided with the purchase of the procerty by the Wolf
Family. It was under their ownership that the building remained vacant and occupied by
various Austin artists until 1958 when G&H Printing operated a business there for two
years. After that neriod the’ hjildir,q was vacant again, 1or f;ve years until Elliot’s Radiator
Shop’ occupied the building in -he ate 1960s. Prom 970 until present, the building was



vacant arid renrairicrd in tire Wolt Yartiily until 1997 when it was sold to ‘l’hird & Colorado
LLO.

Because of the fragile and damaged state of the structure, the taçace collapsea
during one of Austin1sextreme wind storns in Noverrhersoo6, It Was net: nssa[y It>

disassemble the building entirely, documenting the historic cornipoxients, arid then store the
materials off site. The Austonian did not waiver :n their commitment to restoration Plans
moved forward to reconstruct the façade at the base of the new tower, using original

aterlais and recreating he original signage found on ilte brick and dooumcii:ed in
historic photographs found at the Austin History Center. The historic façade will live on in
its origina locatloni as a reminder of the scale and construction of the early :!oh century
buildings in downtown Austin.

‘cc turn of the century in Austin and helped define dnw;itownr both eoonom;raiiy and
architecturaliy WI: h the construction f Austoniar, again toere iS L;e itijiort tn:ty to
impact the downtown Austin area thrrnrgb ar.::lntecurt and economic oonortunity while
still having a reverence br the history of downtown through the reconstructed restoration
and reuse of the Brown Dumas Blaci<smith Shop as a retail venue. \ow that the restoration
and reconstruction process is corriplete, the lllacksrriitli Shop once again claims its
prominent corner in the historic district of Congress Avenue and provides the Austin
community with a tangible reference to its influential past and presents the dcwntown with
a row cataiyst [or growth and activity.

Staff reconnends that Historic Landmark Cormnission withdraw historic
zoning case, and approve owner’ s proposal to partially preserve
building (refer to application for permit in National Register
Historic District)

The building’s significance is largely related to its location within
the Congress Avenue Historic District, less than a half block west of
Congress Avenue. The retention of the building’s main 40-foot façade
along W. Second Street. 8 feet (or 13%) of the east façade, and 26
feet (43%) of the west façade, including the historic painted signage
will retain a structural presence at this location, as well as
preserve the most significant features of this building.

Staff initially reo,ended zoning from D, Ceotral Business District, to
tD-H, Central Fusinen District-Historic, for 204 West Second based on
historic lanthzark designation criteria (i),(2),(5),(5),(9), and 112).

HISTORIC LANDMARK RECOttIENDATION: Historic Landmark Ccmnission voted
to initiate historic zoning at its October 25, 1999, meeting (Vote: 8—
2; Dowd and Linbacher nay) for two buildings (102 and 104 5. 2d
Street}. or November 15, 1999, the Historic Landmark Corzri.ssion voted
(7—1; Dcwd ray; Liwbacher, Lindsey, Montanicn absent) to reccnnend
historic zoning far 104 . 2” Street based on Itstcric criteria
(1), (21. (5), (6), (9), and (12).

The a. 1905 blacksmith shop is one of only two early commercial
hui ldings remaining on N. 2 Street (the other is the Schneider Store
Building at 402 N. 2’ Street) and is one of a very few historic
buildings remaining south of 301 Street and north of the Colorado kuver
(an area that once featured dozens of historic buLidings) Building’s
long use as a blacksmith shop from c. 1905 — 1921 is important.

(2) Recognition as a recorded Texas Historic Landmark, a National
Historic Landmark, or entered into the National Register of Historic
Places.

The building is included within the boundaries of the National
Register Historic District for Congress Ave.

Buildinq exemplifies the type of low—scale brick store buildings that
were once cozrcnon alonq and adjacent to Congress Avenue south of 3”
Street. Its history as a blacksmith shop and the survival of its
associatel slgnage are r.otewcrthy.

Restoration of the building was to be no small feat as the Blacksmith Shop was in serious
disrepair when acquired in 20O laving stood vacam, abandoned and vandalized ic:r
many years. only portions of the perimeter walls remained intact and the roof framing had
caved in. Pecatise of the fragile and damaged state of the structure, the façade collapsed
during one of Austins extreme wind storms in November 20:0 h was necessary to
disassemble the buildtng entirely, documenting the historic components, aM then store the
materials off site.

Ecrtunately. The Aust’:.nian rematned true to their conmutment of restoration, Plans were
drawn up to 1E::oflStTUct the historic ac’ad at the base of the nev; tower, using original
materials and re:reat:ng the remains of the orroinal si2nage fo:nd on the brick. The
historic façade will live on as a renunde: J the scale and construction of early acti: century
buildings in downtown Austin.
